Washington, Feb. 19.—Th e fact that 
the department of Justice has made 
all preparations to begin a suit to en 
force the terms of government land 
grants in 
the state of Oregon was 
brought out in the senate when Sena­ 
tor Fulton of the committee on Judl- j 
i iary reported a resolution authorizing 
the department 
to bring such suits 
and asked for its immediate adoption. 
Senator Hey bum asserted that hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars would he 
found to be involved if the proceeding 
was made general. 
The resolution was generally dis­ 
cussed by senators, the only action 
urged against it being based on the 
idea that the attorney general 
was 
now empowered by law' to do all that 
was sought by the resolution. 
During the discussion of the resolu- i 
tion Senator Fulton announced that 
the department was ready to proceed 
and merely wanted the authority of 
congress to meet any possible question 
that may be raised against the legality 
of the proceeding. 
The resolution also applies to the 
grant made to aid In the construction 
of a telegraph line from Fort land to j 
Ontario and McMinnville, Ore., under ; 
the act of May 4. 1870. 
The resolu- j 
tion authorizes the attorney general , 
to ascertain and enforce all the rights | 
existing in favor of the United States 
if it appears that the lands are for- ! 
felted to the United States by the vio < 
lation of the conditions of these acts. 
Senator Fulton said there was no 
question hut that the roads had vio

luted the terms of these grants, as the I 
violation hail been admitted before the i 
subcommittee of the committee on 
judiciary. 


Tillm an Gives H is Views. 


Mr. Tillman explained that he had 
introduced the original resolution in 
view of what he had learned while on 
a visit to the Pacific coast. 
He was 
satisfied that railroads are withhold 
ing from settlement lands worth mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
The propriety and necessity of pass­ 
ing such a resolution was questioned 
by Mr. Foraker. 
Mr. Fulton did not personally be­ 
lieve the resolution 
was necessary, 
hut If the attorney general wanted it 
he thought it should be passed. 
Senator Nelson said the supreme 
court had decided that, the forfeiture 
of such grants could be enforced eith­ 
er in the courts or by congress. "Tills 
resolution," he said, ”is merely an ex­ 
pression that congress prefers to have 
the court take action. 
Congress could 
only declare absolute forfeiture, but 
the court of equity could say to the 
railroads that If they proceed to com­ 
ply with the terms of the grant their 
grants would not be forfeited.” 
Senator Heyburn said the same con­ 
ditions referred to in the resolution 
exist in all land grant states, although 
onlv

is 
referred 
to in

resolution. 
For forty years the rail 
roads, he said, had refused to comply 
with the terms of these grants. 
The 
settler could not proceed against the

because

only be brought by the government 
which gave the grant. 
“This question," he added, "involves 
millions of acres of land worth hun 
dreds of millions of dollars.”

Minnesota Marins Died in Trying to 
Save His Comrade. 
Newport, R. I., Feb. 19.—That Pri­ 
vate Benjamin G. Steenerson of the 
m arine corps, who with his comrade, 
John M. McIntosh, was drowned off a 
tug boat in N arragansett bay last 
Sunday, did not commit suicide and 
had not been drinking, was the report 
of the naval board that has been in­ 
vestigating the deaths of the two men. 
It had been suggested that the two 
men had committed suicide or that 
there had been foul play. 
The naval 
board 
learned 
that 
McIntosh 
had 
fallen overboard and that the tug had 
turned around and had been search­ 
ing for him for about tw enty minutes 
when Steenerson, thinking he saw his 
com rade’s body, reached for it and 
losing his balance, fell overboard. He 
cried for help and tried to reach the 
life buoy which had been thrown out, 
but the buoy drifted rapiidly away and 
Steenerson sank. 
These facts, the 
board declares, prove that Steenerson 
did not commit suicide, and it has 
been established, the report states, 
that the young man had not been 
drinking. 
Congressman Steenerson of Minne­ 
sota, who came here from W ashington 
( to investigate his son’s death, corro­ 
borated the report of the board. 
He 
will remain here to direct the search 
for his son’s body.

Husband’s Hotel.

W oodbury told his lodgers to move, 
shut up the house and w ent to live 
with a sister. 
Woodbury is fifty-two 
years old and his wife was thirty-six. 


Authorizes the Department to Bring 


8uit to Compel 
Railroads in the 


State of Oregon to Abide by Term s 


of Their Concessions. 


W ashington, Feb. 19.—The fact th at 
the departm ent of Justice has made 
all preparations to begin a suit to en­ 
force the term s of government land 
grants in the stats of Oregon was 
brought out in the senate when Sena­ 
tor Fulton of the committee on Judi­ 
ciary reported a resolution authorizing 
the departm ent to bring such suits 
and asked for its immediate adoption. 
Senator Heyburn asserted that hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars would be 
found to be involved if the proceeding 
was made general. 
The resolution was generally dis­ 
cussed by senators, the only action 
urged against it being based on the 
idea that the attorney general was 
now empowered by law to do all that 
was sought by the resolution. 
During the discussion of the resolu­ 
tion Senator Fulton announced that 
the departm ent was ready to proceed 
and m erely wanted the authority of 
congress to m eet any possible question 
that may be raised against the legality 
of the proceeding. 
The resolution also applies to the 
grant m ade to aid in the construction 
of a telegraph line from Portland to 
Ontario and McMinnville, Ore., under 
the act of May 4, 1870. 
The resolu­ 
tion authorizes the attorney general 
to ascertain and enforce all the rights 
existing in favor of the United States 
if it appears th at the lands are for­ 
feited to the United States by the vio­ 
lation of the conditions of these acts. 
Senator Fulton said there was no 
question but that the roads had vio­ 
lated the term s of these grants, aa the 
violation had been admitted before the 
sub-committee of the com m ittee on 
Judiciary. 


Tillm an Gives H it Views. 
Mr. Tillman explained that he had 
introduced the original resolution in 
view of what he had learned while on 
a visit to the Pacific coast. 
He was 
satisfied that railroads are withhold 
ing from settlem ent lands worth m il­ 
lions of dollars. 
The propriety and necessity of pass­ 
ing such a resolution was questioned 
by Mr. Foraker. 
Mr. Fulton did not personally be­ 
lieve the resolution was necessary, 
but lf the attorney general wanted it 
he thought it should be passed. 
Senator Nelson said the suprem e 
court had decided that the forfeiture 
of such grants could be enforced eith­ 
er in the courts or by congress. "This 
resolution,” he said, “is m erely an ex­ 
pression that congress prefers to have 
the court take action. 
Congress could 
only declare absolute forfeiture, but 
the court of equity could say to the 
railroads that if they proceed to com­ 
ply with the term s of the grant their 
grants would not be forfeited.” 
Senator Heyburn said the same con­ 
ditions referred to in the resolution 
exist in all land grant states, although 
only Oregon is referred to in the 
resolution. 
For forty years the rail 
roads, he said, had refused to comply 
with the term s of these grants. 
The 
settler could not proceed against the 
railroads to force them to comply 
with the term s of their grants to the 
land 
because the proceeding could 
only he brought by the government 
which gave the grant. 
“This question,” he added, “Involves 
millions of acres of land worth hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars.” 
In reply to a question by Mr. Dixon, 
Mr. 
Heyburn said he thought the 
same lim itation existed in the land 
grant of the N orthern Pacific railway. 
Senators Dixon, Fulton and Nelson did 
not agree with him In that statem ent.

She told of a man whose 
wife learned to talk about his salary 
Instead of his wages. 
“When we had 
wages,” she said, “there was no dif­ 
ficulty in living within them, but with 
a salary we spent everything.” 
“People spend more money than they 
used to,” said Mrs. Richards, “and 
one reason is th at we have more useful 
things, like the bathroom, and it Is 
well to be sanitary. They say the cost 
of living within the past thirty years 
has increased 40 or 50 per cent, but I 
contend that it is not so. 
It is our 
idea of living th at has increased. 
“There has been a great change in 
w hat we women think we need, in the 
price of hats and gloves and gowns. 
Our grandm others—women 
of com­ 
fortable meuns—felt th at they were do­ 
ing well when they had three gowms, 
and a little further back the men might 
have had one flue suit of clothes, but 
they did not think It was necessary tc ; 
have one Cor the morning, one for the 
afternoon and one for the evening. 
“If you divide your income so that 
food will cost one-fourth, rent anoth­ 
er and operating expenses one-fourth 
more, there will be left one-fourth for 
the ‘region of choice.’

With mon 
ey for the region of cholee, we get 
what we most wish—it may be books, 
travel or even handsome gowns—but 
something that we really desire.

“The average family having an in­ 
come of $2,000 or $3,000, unless there 
Is an arrangem ent to save something 
for the future or som ethin" very much 


wanted, spends it all. 
The woman’s 
largest expenses are usually sundries. 
Men have tem ptations to spend, but 
not as the women do, with the m arket, 
the bargain counter and the house for 
which to provide, though most houses 
have three times too much in them. 
W omen are not alw ays wise spend­ 
ers.”

In Mexico and Peru the ancients 
used a cord about two feet in length 
tightly spun from multicolored threads 
and to which a num ber of sm aller 
threads w’ere attached, like a fringe.

Practically 
Tied

Lives 


Lost by the W recking of a Vessel 
in the Harbor. 


Chicago, Feb. 19. 
Several deaths, 
I many Injuries and much suffering fol­ 
lowed In the wake of one of the worst 
blizzards experienced In this section 
In several years. 
Traffic on surface 
and suburban lines Is practically tied 
up and dowmtown 
hotels are filled 
wlih 
resident* of outlying districts 
who found them selves unable to reach 
ihelr homes. 
Tho storm, which broke 
early tn the day, raged with Increasing 
tury until nightfall, subsiding some 
what toward midnight. 
One of the most tragic occurrences 
in connection with the storm was the 
wrecking in the harbor at Waukegan 
of the fishing boat Anspach, In which 
two men lost their lives and six oth­ 
ers had narrow' escapes from death. 
The boat left the harbor to visit nets 
set ten miles out In Lake Michigan. 
Caught In the storm on the return 
trip, the vessel battled with the ele 
ments until It regained the harbor, 
only to he blown against a projecting 
wall 
and 
crushed. 
Captain 
Olivet 
Rubier, with five men composing the 
crew, were thrown upon an ice pack. 
Four of the men succeeded In cling 
ing to ‘«he ice and were rescued. 
Two 
slid Into the water and were drowned. 
At Hammond, Ind., two men blinded 
nv the storm were run down by a 
train and fatally Injured. 
In the same 
vicinity a woman, overcome by ex­ 
haustion, 
was 
found 
dying 
In 
the 
snow. 


Blinding Clouds of Snow. 


The 
wind 
at 
frequent 
intervals 
blew with a velocity of fifty miles 
an 
hour 
and 
it 
hurled 
the 
snow- 
through the streets In such blinding 
clouds that It was Impossible to see 
for a greater distance than 
half a 
square an«! aften the range of vision 
would be limited to a few feet. 
A 
great number of accidents of a minor 
character were caused by the colli­ 
sions between wagons and between 
wagons and stret cars. 
When the home going crowd was at 
its thickest the wind was blowing go 
heavily and the snow- was falling In 
such blinding sheets that it was posi­ 
tively dangerous to attempt to cross 
Michigan avenue at 
its intersection 
with either Jackson boulevard or Van 
Buren streets. 
These crossings are 
used by thousands of people every 
night to reach their homes in the 
southern part of the city and in the 
suburbs by means of the Illinois Cen­ 
tral railroad. 
It was found necessary 
to station a large number of city and 
park police at these corners to assist 
women, ami often It was more than 
ore officer could «lo to pilot a woman 
across without assistance. 
It was out 
of the question for a woman to cross 
the street by herself. 
An officer was 
stationed a half square west of the 
crossing of Jackson boulevard 
and 
Michigan avenue with orders to seiul 
women hack or to bring them through 
the Stratford hotel, by which means 
the worst portion of the crossing was 
evaded. 
But liftlo effort was made to remove 
the constantly drifting snow even In 
the business district of Chicago, and 
it was said by transportation officials 
that traffic would be greatly impeded 
before the lines can be cleared. 
The 
elevated lines suffered less than any 
others and maintained a fairly regular 
service. 
Their 
cars 
were 
heavily 
overcrowded in consequence of the 
failure of surface lines. 
The govern­ 
ment forecaster announced that there 
was little relief in sight, more snow 
being in prospect with falling tem ­ 
perature. 


HEAVY SNOW IN NEBRASKA 


Ties Up Traffic and Causes Much S u f­ 
fering to Live Stock. 
Omaha, Feb. 19.— Following a con­ 
tinuous fall of snow the past twenty- 
two hours accompanied 
by a wind

Lost by the W recking of a Vessel 


in the Harbor. 


Chicago, Feb. 19.—Several deaths, 
many Injuries and much suffering fol­ 
lowed in the wake of one of the worst 
blizzards experienced in this section 
In several years. 
Traffic on surface 
and suburban lines Is practically tied 
up and downtown hotels are Ailed 
with residents of outlying districts 
who found themselves unable to reach 
their homes. 
Tho storm, which broke 
early in the day, raged with Increasing 
fury until nightfall, subsiding some­ 
what toward midnight. 
One of the most tragic occurrences 
In connection with the storm was the 
wrecking in the harbor at Waukegan 
of the fishing boat Anspach, in which 
two men lost their lives and, six oth­ 
ers had narrow escapes from death. 
The boat left the harbor to visit nets 
set ten miles out in Lake Michigan. 
Caught in the storm on the return 
trip, the vessel battled with the ele 
ments until it regained the harbor, 
only to be blown against a projecting 
wall 
and 
crushed. 
Captain 
Oliver 
Rubier, with Ave men composing the 
crew’, were thrown upon an ice-pack. 
Four of the men succeeded in cling 
ing to the ice and were rescued. 
Two 
slid into the water and were drowned. 
At Hammond, Ind., two men blinded 
DV tho storm were run down by a 
train and fatally injured. 
In the same 
vicinity a woman, overcome by ex­ 
haustion, was found 
dying 
in 
the 
snow. 


Blinding Clouds of Snow. 
The 
wind 
at 
frequent 
intervals 
blew with a velocity of Afty miles 
an hour and 
it 
hurled the snow 
through the streets In such blinding 
clouds that it was impossible to see 
for a greater distance than half a 
square and aften the range of vision 
would be limited to a few feet. 
A 
great number of accidents of a minor 
character were caused by the colli­ 
sions between wagons and between 
wagons and st ret cars. 
When the home-going crowd was at 
its thickest the wind was blowing so 
heavily and the snow was falling in 
such blinding sheets that it was posi­ 
tively dangerous to attem pt to cross 
Michigan avenue at its intersection 
with either Jackson boulevard or Van 
Buren streets. 
These crossings are 
used by thousands of people every 
night to reach their homes in the 
southern part of the city and in the 
suburbs by means of the Illinois Cen­ 
tral railroad. 
It was found necessary 
to station a large number of city and 
park police at these corners to assist 
women, and often it was more than 
one officer could do to pilot a woman 
across without assistance. 
It was out 
of the question for a woman to cross 
the street by herself. 
An officer was 
stationed a half square west of the 
crossing of Jackson boulevard and 
Michigan avenue with orders to send 
women back or to bring them through 
the Stratford hotel, by which means 
the worst portion of the crossing was 
evaded. 
But little effort was made to remove 
the constantly drifting snow even in 
the business district of Chicago, and 
it was said by transportation officials 
that traffic would be greatly impeded 
before the lines can be cleared. 
The 
elevated lines suffered less than any 
others and maintained a fairly regular 
service. 
Their 
cars 
were 
heavily 
overcrowded in consequence of the 
failure of surface lines. 
The govern­ 
ment forecaster announced that there 
was little relief in sight, more snow 
being in prospect with falling tem­ 
perature.
